These provisions of the Constitution 
are of the most sacred character, and 
designed to protect the citizen in the en- 
joyment of the fullest liberty of thought 
and action~compatible with the luws of 
the State; but in Utah there is an eccle- 
siastical code which is paramount to the 
civil statutes, and claims the obei- 
sance of its subjects irrespegtive of every 
‘other consideration. 

And itis an attempt on the part of 
the Elders ef the Mormon Charch, to 
enforce the observance of this code, 
and infijct its penalties upon the citizens 
of this Territory, in violation of their- 
Constitutional rights that has given rise 
to the entire catalogue of their past and 
present grievances. 

This’ code endorses the practice of 
polygamy and enjoins it as essential and 
requisite to their complete exaltation 
into celestial glory, at the same time, 
they have made no provisions for such 
an institution in the statues of the-‘Ter- 
ritory. 

A great portion of this code is con- 
fided to the subject secretly, and under 
an oath, or obligation which they ‘term 
covenants, and muke death the penalty 
for violating, or divulging them, which 
they also attempt boldty to execute in. 
violation of the Constitutional. rights of | 
the citizen. And in their blind zeal for 
| this bloody ritual, they seem to hold the: 
efvil judiciary in the most perfect con- 
tempt, and contumely and obloquy are 
the reward of those who dare to give it 
their support.as will appear from re- 
marks made by J. M. Grant, March 2d, 
1856.
